All the Granny Zoo Animals are 
made of Granny Squares. We nave 
used five different kinds of squares 
a one-color full square; a two-color 
full square with one color as the 
center (Rnd 1) and the second color 
as the outside (Rnd 2); a Diagonal 
two-color full square which loo«s 
like twa triangles joined: a one-color 
half square, which really joaks like 
triangle: and a two-color half square. 
Most of Granny's animals use only 
two or three kinds of squares 
Instructions follow for each of the 
five different types. 














For each individual animal you will 
find a list of the number and cor 
of each kind of square needed a 
well as a chart showing the place- 
ment of squares for sewing, Instruc- 
tions are also given for thal spec 
animal's ears, eyes, tail, ele 





The same method of joining and 
stuffing is used an all animals. 
These Instructions are given on 
page 6

Row 3: Dec over first 2 sc as 
before; (sc in next sc) twice; dec 
over last 2 sts, ch 1, turn

MOUTH: With Brown, ch 6”. 
Finish off, weave in yarn ends. 
Position eyes, nose and ch mouth 
as shown in photo on Front Cover, 
and sew to head with sewing 
thread, 

TAIL: With Sunset, ch 6, join with 
a sl st to form a ring. Work 6 sc in 
fing; 1 se in each sc, working In 
unjoined Rnds until tail measures 
7". Finish off, leaving an 8” end for 
sewing. (Note: It is easier to 
crochet from inside of work to out- 
side to prevent hook from getting 
caught in work). 

TASSEL: With Sunset, wind yan 
around 5” piece of cardboard 10 
times; with Brown, wind around 
same board 10 times. With 8” piece 
of yam tie tassel at top. Cut lps at 
opposite end of cardboard. With 18” 
piece of Sunset yarn wrap as 
follows: Fold back one end of 
wrapping yarn to form a loop, lay on 
top of tassel with loop toward cut 
ends; hold secure, Wrap yarn 
around tassel (Fig. 11) toward loop, 
about 8 times. Place end through 








loop and pull on loop tail, pulling 
looped end under wrapping. Clip 
ends close to wrapping, trim tassel 
ends even, Tie tassel to end of tail 
and weave in yarn ends. Sew tail 
to lion, 

FRINGE FOR MANE: Cut a pile 
of Sunset and Brown strands, each 
piece 8” long. Using 3 Brown and 2 
Sunset in each knot, tle a knot (Fig. 
12) in each sc around llon's head 
(working from back side) and in a 
circular line across squares to 
complete “head shape".
